


Hackney’s water polo team helped the borough reach its highest-ever position in 33 years of the London Youth Games 
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THE young people of 
Hackney did better than 
ever in their chosen 
sports at this year’s 
London Youth Games. 


In the 33rd annual event, 
550 young people from 
across the borough excelled 
to come sixth overall out of 
the capital’s 33 boroughs. 


An amazing 28 individual 
golds were won in athletics, 
swimming, diving, kayaking, 
rowing, sailing, cycling and 
judo, while the borough’s 


tennis and table tennis 
players won team golds. Cllr 
Jonathan McShane, Cabinet 
Member for Health, Social 
Care and Culture, said: “It’s 


a testament to the hard work 
and dedication of the young 
people as well their coaches 
and teachers.”

OTELS in 
Hackney are set 
to charge a £1 a 
night voluntary 
donation - the first of its 
kind in the UK. 

The money will go 
towards a new community 
fund so residents can benefit 
from the growing number 
of tourists visiting the East 
End each year. 

Launched in a new events 
space at the Ace Hotel in 
Shoreditch by the Mayor 
of Hackney, Jules Pipe, the 
Hackney Community Fund 
is a unique project which 
will see a voluntary £1 


donation added to a guest’s 
bill for each night’s stay in 
a Hackney hotel, which 
is capped at three nights. 
The money will be used to 
fund a range of community 
projects including: 
training and employment 
schemes, supported by the 
Council’s Ways into Work 
Programme; cultural events; 
and improving 
public spaces. 

The Ace Hotel, and 
Boundary hotel, also 
in Shoreditch, have 
already signed up to 
the fund, and will start 
collecting the donation 
from next month. Five 
more hotels are set 


to sign up in the coming 
months, and discussions 
are ongoing with other 
hotels across the borough. 
An estimated £100,000 is 
expected to be generated in 
the first year. 

Mayor Pipe said: “This 
is the first time a council 
has gone into partnership 
with its local hotels for the 
benefit of the community, 
to support residents into 
employment, improve 
public spaces and help 
celebrate the character 
of the borough. Em very 
pleased that forward- 
thinking partners in the 
hospitality sector have 
joined forces with the 


Council in developing 
new ways to support 
the improvement of 
the borough.” 

Peter Prescott, from 
Boundary, said: “We are 
delighted to be one of the 
founding members of the 
fund. We very much look 
forward to supporting some 
exciting arts and training 
projects for local people in 
Hackney. It’s a great way 
for our guests to show their 
support for the positive 
changes that are happening 
all around the borough.” 

Paul Rogers from Highgate 
Holdings, one of the partners 
involved in the fund, said: 

“It will mean we can make 
a positive contribution to 
the lives of local people and 
help support some exciting 
community activities in 
Hackney. We’re proud 
to support the creation 
of the first of these funds 
in the UK.”

Community garden launched 
at the Colville Estate fun day 

MORE than 1 50 people enjoyed live music, a barbecue 
and spot of gardening while finding out more about the 
regeneration of Colville Estate on 1 2 July. 

A new community garden at Kellett House, building on the 
work of keen local gardener Michael Jones, was launched 
by residents and Cllr Philip Glanville, Cabinet Member for 
Housing, who planted a sunflower on the day. 

Residents saw designs and models for the third phase of 
Colville’s regeneration, by Karakusevic Carson Architects 
and David Chipperfield Architects. Also, the Colville Estate 
Tenants’ and Residents’ Association talked about their 
members perspectives, with support from PPCR, the 
estate’s independent adviser service. 

Cllr Glanville said: “Working with the local community 
on Colville has always been critical to the success of the 
regeneration, which made the launch of this new resident 
inspired garden extra special.” 

Volunteers are welcome to help out with the garden, 
where radishes, beetroot, onions, and runner beans are 
being grown. 

Colville is being regenerated by the Council over 1 5 years, 
to replace 435 existing social rented and leasehold homes 
with 935 new ones for social renting, shared ownership and 
private sale. The first phase, Bridport House, was completed 
in 201 1 , providing 41 homes for social renting, co-funded 
by the Council and the Greater London Authority.

A GROUP of young 
people with a 
passion for the 
creative industries 
were given exclusive access 
to a Jean Paul Gaultier 
couture catwalk show 
during Paris Fashion Week. 

This once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity marked the 
conclusion of a 10-week 
training programme 
called ‘Creativity Works: 
Fashion’. The project 
gives local 1 8 to 24-year- 
olds, not in education or 
employment, the chance 
to break into the fashion 


industry with mentoring 
and work placements with 
leading industry names 
such as Dazed Group and 
London College of Fashion. 

As part of the trip on 
9 July, the 30 young 
people visited the Paris 
headquarters of Jean 
Paul Gaultier, and were 
spellbound by a catwalk 
show for an audience of just 
100 invitees. Afterwards, 
the group got to meet the 
fashion icon and ask about 
his career and inspirations. 

Gaultier said: “From my 
own experience, if you love 
what you want to do and 
if it is truly the profession 
you want, I think it is about 
working all of the time. 
Everything is possible, but 
you have to love it.” 

The designer was keen to 
support the project, citing 
a school trip to London, 
and the inspirational street 
styles that he saw then, as 


photographers, to 
ready young people 
for working life. 

The programme will 
also contribute to the 
development of Hackney 
Fashion Hub, an initiative 
that aims to foster an 
environment where young 
designers can work and 
offer local employment 
opportunities. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, said: “Hackney is 
establishing itself as the 
fashion centre for London 
with an abundance of 
creativity typical of the 
borough, which is one of 
the most diverse, exciting 
and celebrated locations in 
the capital.

The meet-and-greet 
followed a visit to the 
studios of another 
internationally renowned 
fashion designer, Jean- 
Charles de Castelbajac (also 
known as JC/DC). The 
group explored his studio, 
examining his clothing, 
furniture, prints and archive 
collection. JC/DC also gave 
an inspirational talk about 


his own life story, and 
how he was influenced by 
the culture of London’s 
East End. A question and 
answer session followed 
along with a group 
‘selfie’ photo taken by the 
designer and tweeted on 
his official Twitter page. 

JC/DC said: “It’s 
important that young 
people listen to people of 
my generation so we can 
help them to become 
stronger, sharp and 


more protected. I learnt 
from my masters, but I have 
also had to learn by myself. 

“You have to cultivate 
yourself, you have to go 
to the Tate gallery, watch 
TV, read books and then 
you become strong, and 
have the knowledge and 
determination to succeed.” 

As part of the 
programme, the group also 


made and sold items 
for the Barbican’s Ram 
Place Fashion Market, 
which took place in 
Hackney between 12 
and 20 July and saw 
designers, artists, traders 
and performers unite to 
celebrate youth fashion. 

Creativity Works: 
Fashion is funded by 
Mayor’s Fund for London, 
delivered by Create and 
A New Direction through 
Create Jobs, and is 
supported by the Council. 

The programme helps 
develop the practical skills 
and experience, via a 
range of workshops, 
placements, and 
mentoring from top 
designers, artists and

It will be comprised of 
100 plus images taken 
mainly during the 1960s 
and 1970s at Gibson’s 
Photography Studio on 
Lower Clapton Road. 
Curators are particularly 
keen to hear from people 
of African, Caribbean and 
South Asian backgrounds 
who had their photos taken 
at the studio at that time. 

The amazing collection 
of negatives holds many 


untold stories that museum 
staff are keen to uncover. 

Images from the 1970s 
include weddings outside 
Hackney Town Hall; studio 
portraits featuring nurses 
from the Caribbean in their 
uniforms; Asian women 
wearing their 
best salwar kameez and 
saris; family portraits 
at home; university 
graduations; and fashion 
styles of the decade.

people in the photos. If 
anyone can help, please get 
in touch.” 

Photography enthusiast 
Kevin Danks acquired the 
collection a few years ago. 
He donated it to Hackney 


Archives after realising 
its connections with the 
borough. He said: “The 
collection illustrates a 
period of social change in 
Hackney after the Second 
World War. In the 1950s 
almost every shot features 
white, working class people 
and by the early 1970s 
this changes and the 
diversity we see today is 
evident. The rightful 
owner of the collection is 
Hackney Archives.” 

A selection of the 
negatives, which have been 


digitized, can be viewed 
online, including a 1952 
boxing match, a 1952 
netball team from Nisbet 
House, Homerton; and a 
production of ‘The Wizard 
of Oz’ by Southwold 
School.

C OMPOSER, music 
producer and DJ, 
Gabriel Prokofiev, 
cannot envisage 
living anywhere other 
than Hackney. 

Best known for his 
record label and club night 
‘Nonclassical’, Gabriel is 
also the grandson of Russian 
composer Sergei Prokofiev. 

The father-of-three moved 
to the borough 13 years 
ago, first living in Stoke 
Newington and then 
settling in Hackney Downs 
with his family. 

He says: “I always wanted 
to live in Hackney as it has 
a long history of being a 
creative place.” 

Gabriel has collaborated 
with a number of prominent 
artists, such as Thom Yorke 
(from Radiohead) and 
Lady Sovereign, whose first 
album, ‘Public Warning’, 
was produced by him. 

More recently, Gabriel 
has returned from 
Seattle, where he wrote 


compositions for rapper 
Sir-Mix- A-Lot, who, along 
with the 70-strong Seattle 
Symphony orchestra, 
performed ‘Baby Got Back’ 
and ‘Posse On Broadway’. 

The final productions 
have been uploaded to 
YouTube, and gone viral, 
amassing over 2.5 million 
hits between them. 

Originally from 
Greenwich, Gabriel had 
dreams of being a pop star 
at a young age, and at 10 
formed a band with friends. 
They called themselves 
Syntax, taking their name 
from the error message on a 
BBC Microcomputer. 

Gabriel says: “We used 
to perform at the Lewisham 
Labour Club. I don’t 
think they knew what had 
hit them; this bunch of 
precocious 14-year-olds 
singing all their pop songs.” 

He later studied 
philosophy and music at 
Birmingham University, 
but admits that he felt 


daunted by his family name. 
Adding: “I always felt a bit 
self conscious. I’ve grown 
through all that now, but 
at 19 it was still an issue to 
me. It was a bit intimidating 
being the grandson of a 
famous composer.” 

While at university, 
Gabriel took a year out to 
live and work as a volunteer 


teacher in Tanzania. It 
was an experience that 
shaped him greatly, and still 
influences his music today. 

He partnered with 
percussionist Joby Burgess 
to produce ‘Import/ 

Export’ in 2010, using 
unconventional instruments 
- such as Fanta bottles 
and oil drums - to create 


electronic music. 

He says: “I went into 
a shop near Ridley Road 
and asked for 12 Fanta 
bottles. I said, ‘it has to be 
the Nigerian one with the 
serrated edge.’ They may 
have thought I was a bit 
strange. But now, to my 
dismay, the Nigerian Fanta 
bottle has changed its shape. 
When you tilt the bottle and 
the liquid moves it changes 
the pitch.” 

In fact, Gabriel has a real 
soft spot for Ridley Road 
market. He says: “I really 
like travelling and at Ridley 
Road you feel like you’re on 
the other side of the planet. 

It has that traditional market 
culture, with the original 
Cockney background, and 
has absorbed all the African 
and Jamaican stalls. It’s a 
real mix.” 

Gabriel wants to put 
contemporary classical 
music on the sound map, 
making it a ‘valid genre.’ 

He says: “We’ve been doing 


the Nonclassical nights for 
10 years, and I’ve noticed 
that for the past three years 
there is more contemporary 
classical music being 
performed in London in 
alternative venues. 

“I think the audience is 
growing, and I’m really 
pleased Nonclassical has 
helped that happen. I 
think we’ve given people 
confidence that you can 
programme contemporary 
classical music outside the 
concert hall.” 

Nonclassical club nights 
take place at the Shacklewell 
Arms in Dalston on the first 
Thursday of every month. 
Gabriel is set to release 
his latest album ‘Selected 
Classical Works, 2003- 
2012’ on 28 July.

Beyond Caring

HOPELESSNESS sticks to the walls of this 
meat-processing factory, where four shift 
workers are thrown together to clean what 
they are told, when they are told. 

The set is devoid of any home comforts. 

The furniture is austere, the colours and 
materials range from cement to steel. 

Every move the employees make is 
closely monitored. Extended toilet breaks 
are deducted from pay. Time off is not 
authorised. 

The audience can almost taste the 
potassium hydroxide in scenes in which the 
characters clean the equipment for a little 
longer than necessary, which may make for 
some uneasy viewing. 

Their manager, Ian (Luke Clarke), is 
desperately unhappy but cheers himself up 
with delusions of grandeur. 

Yet these zero-hour contractors are taking 
every hour they can get for fear of losing 
their jobs and at the detriment to their 


physical and mental health. 

In preparation for the play, writer and 
director Alexander Zeldin worked as 
a cleaner himself to gain first-hand 
experience of agency work. The play 
is inspired by Florence Aubenas’ book, 

‘The Night Cleaner’, an investigation into 
unemployment during the recession. 

The employees are constantly reminded 
of their expendability. Tenderness unfolds 
between the characters as they awkwardly 
initiate conversation, but any moments of 
warmth between them are dampened by 
Ian’s arrival. 

Long after the curtains are drawn, the play 
lingers in your throat. Zeldin brings these 
unremarkable lives into the spotlight, and 
we are forced to look at them, however 
uncomfortable that may be.

An exhibition to mark the 1 00th 
anniversary of the start of the First World 
War is taking place at Flowers Gallery in 
Shoreditch. 

The exhibition focuses on the human cost 
of war, rather than the political aspects.

A SPECIAL needs 

school in Hackney 
is celebrating 
after receiving 
its first ‘outstanding’ 
Ofsted report. 

The Garden officially 
opened its doors last 
September, bringing 
together Horizon and 
Downsview schools. They 
had both been judged as 
‘good’ following their 
last inspections. 

In their report, inspectors 
noted a rapid improvement 



in teaching levels. The report 
states: “Teachers have an 
outstanding knowledge of 
their pupils’ abilities and 
learning needs. They have 
high expectations of the 
pupils’ progress.” 

It went on to say: 
“Behaviour is 
outstanding. The school 
is a calm and welcoming 
place. Pupils enjoy school, 
attend well and feel safe 
and secure.” 

The pupils all have 
special educational 
needs including autism. 
Some are unable to 
communicate verbally 
and need a high 
level of care. 

The new school 
building includes 
specialist rooms for 


therapeutic sessions, an 
independent living area 
which helps older pupils get 
used to doing everyday tasks 
around the home, sensory 
rooms, play areas and 
teaching spaces designed 
with the pupils’ specific 
needs in mind. 

It was designed to meet 
pupils’ needs, as part of 
the Council’s Building 
Schools for the Future 
programme, which has seen 
every secondary and special 
educational needs school 
in the borough rebuilt 
or redesigned. 

Cllr Anntoinette Bramble, 
Cabinet Member for 
Children’s Services, said: 

“I’d like to extend my 
congratulations to all the 
staff, pupils and parents 


who’ve all played a part in 
making The Garden such 
a great school. It’s fantastic 
to have their achievements 
recognised by Ofsted. 

“Having visited The 
Garden, I was initially really 
impressed by their fantastic 
new building, but as soon as 
I started looking around, it 
was the interaction between 
the staff and pupils that was 
truly captivating.” 

Kt Khan, The Garden’s 
Executive Head said that she 
felt the key to the school’s 
success was an unrelenting 
drive to raise standards and 
practice through training 
support staff. 

She added: “The senior 
team is immensely proud of 
how far both schools have 
come since 2011 when our 
journey from good to 
great began.

The sugar challenge 


D O you know 

how much sugar 
you consume? 
Health experts are 
encouraging residents to 
think about the amount of 
sugar that is in what they 
choose to eat and drink. 

A new report from 
Public Health England 




has revealed that every 
age group is currently 
consuming more than their 
daily recommended amount 
of sugar. 

Those aged between 1 1 
and 1 8 are most likely to be 
consuming too much sugar, 
nearly a third of which 
comes in the form 



of soft drinks. The latest 
figures show that one 
in four Year 6 pupils in 
Hackney are obese, at the 
age of just 10 or 11. 

Dr Penny Bevan, Director 
of Public Health for 
Hackney, said: “Too much 
sugar harms our health. 
Excess sugar can mean 
excess energy, which in 
turn can lead to stored fat in 
the body and illnesses like 
heart disease and type 
2 diabetes.” 

This summer, members 
of Hackney’s public health 
team have been visiting 
schools, estates and events 
and asking residents to play 
The Sugar Challenge’. 

The game involves 
identifying how many 
teaspoons of sugar are in 
various soft drinks. See if 
you can correctly guess the 


amounts (see below). People 
who think they are eating 
too much sugar should try 
to swap food and drink for 
products that have no added 
sugar, or are sugar-free, and 
look out for anything ending 
in -ose, like glucose, fructose 
or dextrose, as they are all 
forms of sugar.

IT’S World Hepatitis 
Day on 28 July and 
this year’s campaign 
is calling for people to 
Think again’ about the 
disease, which is often 
ignored, stigmatised or 
misunderstood. 

Viral hepatitis kills 1.5 
million people each year 
worldwide - as many 
people as HIV/AIDS. 


Viral hepatitis is the 
leading cause of liver 
cancer, which is the second 
biggest cancer killer. 

It is estimated that more 
than 2,000 residents are 
currently living with the 
Hepatitis C virus (HepC). 

The group at greatest 
risk of becoming infected 
are injecting drug users. It 
is also possible for HepC 


and HepB to be spread 
through unprotected sex, 
contaminated tattooing 
or piercing equipment, 
or blood transfusions in 
countries that, unlike the 
UK, do not screen blood 
for the viruses. 

Symptoms of viral 
hepatitis often go 
unnoticed. Simple tests are 
available - ask your GP if 


you are concerned that you 
may have been infected. 

A vaccine for HepB is 
available from GPs for 
people at increased risk of 
infection, but no vaccine 
is available for HepC. 
Treatment is available for 
both HepB and HepC, but 
not all patients are suitable.

HE assassination 
of Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand, heir 
to the throne of 
Austria-Hungary, by a 
Bosnian-Serb on 28 June 
1914, sparked a chain of 
events that led to the start 
of the First World War. 

Following declaration of 
war on Serbia by Austria- 
Hungary, Germany invaded 
Belgium, and Britain 
declared war on Germany 
on 4 August 1914. 

The conflict that followed 


lasted four years and cost 
millions of lives worldwide. 

To mark the 100th 
anniversary of the outbreak 
of the war, Hackney 
Archives has taken a look 
back at documents that 
show how local people 
reacted to the news. 

Special meetings were 
convened of Shoreditch and 
Hackney borough councils, 
on 11 and 12 August 
1914, to develop a local 
response. Both reported 
Government measures to 


deal with hardship, such 
as the establishment of a 
national committee, as 
well as local committees 
with representation 
from trade unions and 
philanthropic organisations. 
The committees would 
survey local work 
conditions and consider 
measures to alleviate any 
distress through lack of 
employment. They would 
also distribute money from a 
national relief fund. 

Additionally, town halls 


and other buildings were to 
be used for ‘enlisting and 
medically examining recruits 
and swearing in special 
constables’. 

At the Shoreditch meeting, 
it was reported that a 
finance committee on 6 
August had considered the 
question of payment of 
wages to staff who were 
called up for active service. 

It was resolved that married 


men receiving £2 per week 
or less would be paid their 
full wages, and in all other 
cases wages would be 
paid with a government 
allowance deducted. Staff 
posts would be kept open 
until workers returned from 
active service. 

The beginning of the 
effects of the war on 
residents can be seen in a 
letter of 1 September 1914, 
regarding Councillor H J 
Glover, which stated ‘he 
will be unable to attend to 
his duties as a Councillor 
for some months owing 
to the mobilisation of the 
Territorial Battalion to 
which he is attached.’ The 
council resolved that he ‘be 
informed that the Council 
wish him God speed and a 
safe return to his civil duties 
when peace is assured and 
the honour of the British 
Empire has been vindicated.’ 

Away from the official 
business of local authorities, 
the Hackney Gazette of 2 
September 1914 had an 
interview with Colonel W. 

F. Fenton-Jones, the Mayor 
of Hackney in 1910-1911. 
He had gone on holiday to 
Switzerland with his wife 
and three daughters, on 17 
July 1914. “About the last 
week in July,” he said, “we 
noticed men were mobilising 
there, but we had no idea

£ £ We heard that hostilities had

Then 
we heard that hostilities 
had begun, though as there 
were so many rumours 
about, we did not believe 
them. We journeyed on 
to Grindelwald, and after 
being there two or three 
days we heard that 
England had declared 
war on Germany.” 

They were advised by 
the British authorities to 
stay where they were so 
their safe return could be 
arranged. Colonel Fenton- 
Jones describes anxiety 
about food supplies, and 
the difficulties of tourists 
who had run out of money. 
They formed a committee 
to manage the situation, 
and got financial help 
from the British Embassy. 
Nevertheless ‘most of the 
day we spent walking 
up and down the street, 
awaiting information as to 
the probability of an early 
train home. The scenery had 
completely lost its charm. . . 
Unfortunately, however, 
our hopes were not to be 
realised until Wednesday 
last, when we marshalled 
400 visitors to the train at 
4am. The entire village of 
Grindelwald turned out 
to see us off.” They had a 
long journey from Geneva, 
to Paris and then Dieppe, 
arriving at Charing Cross 
two days later.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy of Waterhouse - an 
eco-friendly restaurant alongside the Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. 

Sous chef Lorren Joseph serves up a Jamaican favourite with a spicy, sweet and 
tangy escovitch sauce. 

Lorren says: “Most white fish works really well in this recipe, such as hake, 
coley, sea bass or sea bream. Traditionally in Jamaica, the dish is served with red 
snapper, which is deep fried in a Dutch pot - as opposed to a chip fryer - but in this 
recipe I bake the fish to make it a bit healthier.” 


Jamaican escovitch fish 

Serves 4 


Preparation time 

30 mins 

Cooking time 

15-20 mins 


Ingredients 

For the sauce 

• 1 00ml rice vinegar 

•2 heaped tbsp icing sugar 
•100ml extra virgin olive oil 
•3 sweet peppers (red, yellow and green), sliced 

• 1 shallot, sliced 

•2-3 spring onions, sliced 

• Scotch bonnet pepper to taste, sliced 
•2 carrots, grated 

•2-3 sprigs of thyme, chopped/a pinch of dried. 

For the fish 

• 4 fillets red snapper (or any white fish) 

•a pinch of black pepper 

•Itbsp Cajun seasoning/all-purpose seasoning 
•2-3 sprigs of thyme, chopped/a pinch of dried 
•Splash of olive oil. 


Method 

• Preheat your oven to 1 80C 

• For the sauce, mix the rice vinegar with the 
icing sugar and add olive oil to taste and 
loosen the sauce 

•Add the peppers, shallots, spring onions, 
scotch bonnet, carrots and thyme, and stir 
to combine. If the sauce is too tangy, add 
more sugar; if too sweet, add more vinegar 
(Tip: Add scotch bonnet last, little by little and 
taste gradually so you’re in control of heat level) 

• Combine fish with the seasoning ingredients 

•Wrap the fish in foil, place on baking tray and 

bake for 1 5-20mins. Make sure it is firm in 
the centre and not too springy to the touch 

•Serve the fish with the sauce, which can be 
served cold or warm (cold is recommended).
